The assurance 
is hereby extended, however. that the 
committee is in the possession of evi- 
dence and information tending to es- 
tublish the existeqwe of a regularly or- 
Fanized system of gross police coTrrupe 
tion In Chinatewn; that the committ 


has in its possession bribe money wh 
has actually passed, that it has in 


possession confessions of several police 
officials; that it has evidence eand in- 
formation as to the exact course pur- 
sued between the briber and the 
bribed; that it has evidence and infor- 
mation as to the specific amounts regu- 
larly paid, and how such mioney was 
apportioned, and that it has other val- 
Uable evidence and information. 

“While we are in possession of very 
important evidence and information. as 
already indicated, such evidence and 
information does net disclose the full 
extent to Which the corruption has 
reached in official circles, and the com- 
mittee is advised that in order to ren 
der some of the evidence before it le- 
gall’ available, some additional corrob- 
orative proof is required, and, wpon this 
Phase of the matter, the committee tz 
at present efigaged.” 

The committee's report was accepted 
by the grand jury and presented to 
Previding Judge Lawler of the Superior 
Court, that it be referred to the Board 
of Police Commissioners, asking them 
to defer action until the Police Com- 
mittee has completed its investigation. 
Judge Lawler announced that the re- 
port would be given due consideration 
and that he would take whatever ac- 
tion might be deemed necessary.

GRICULTURE IN THE SCHOOLS. 
Bills have been introduced in the 
State Senate by Senator Muenter, and 
in the Assembly by Assembiymen 
Beardsice and Moore, providing for 
teaching “nature study. including the 
elements of agriculture,’ in the com- 
mon schools of California, The first 
thought fhat comes iptoa the mind 
Upon rea@ing this statement is that 
we alréady bave ton many. fads“ in 
the schools, and that this attempt to 
introduce more ought to be sat down 
upon with a great and decisive thud. 
But an examination of the proposed 
legislation hardly justifies so sweeping 
a eondemnation, though it fails to 
furnish a very strong argument in 
favor of the proposed legislation. 
The bilis introduced offer to the sev- 
eral counties of the State a sort of 
local option scheme in the matter of 
@gricultural Mstruction in the public 
schools. Such instruction is not to 
be made compulsory. The County

it possible for any county so desiring 
to employ a supérvisor of agriculture 
to direct the work in the primary and 
grammar schools of the county.

Wü could not the 
work of this bureau be done as well 
by the Agricewittrat° Department of 
the State University, or under its 
immediate direction, instead of creat- 
ing a separate board’ Our State gov- 
ernment is cumbered with too many 
boards, commisslons ete. What we 
most need in all such matters is sim- 
plification instead of added complex- 
ity. 

And finally, the wisdom of the whole 
scheme is questionable. There is a 
tendency to amplify the course of 
study, and to introduce fads im our 
common scho, Which is making i: 
more difficult for the.average child to 
acquire a good fundamental education 
in these schools. There is some reason 
to fear that we shall soon be teaching 
60 many strange things to the pupils 


bave no time to teach them “the three 
rs.“ which should form the basig of 
common school education. A limit 
must be placed soméwhere. We must 
draw the line. We cannot teach u- 
erything. If we were to attempt to 
do so, we should probably make luna- 
ties or idots of half the achool chil- 
dren and kill off the other half. 

In the opinion of many very intel- 
ligent and sensible persons, we ‘ave 
already passed beyond fhe limits of 
rational education in the public 
schools, and should begin to lop off 
the fads rather than to add more. Tax- 
payers are beginning to squirm at the 
steadily increasing burden placed upon 
them by the itnerenasingly complex 
methods of simple education—or of 
education which ought to be simple. 
Very few object pavinz 
liberally for the support of pubiic 
schools such as will give to every 
child, free of.cost, a good common 
school education, destitute of unneces- 
sary frille.~

are what cost. They make oir schools 
far more-expensive-than eu other- 
Wise would ber. The -cry is sill for 
more. But some time the worm wiil 
turn, and the cry will be met with an 
emphatic Thus far aud no farther.”

Padereweski, 
subtiy weaving the epells of ight and 
shadow about a Chopin nocturne, cre- 
ated something infinitely. benutiful, 
whose radiance fairly dazzied the audi- 
tor. De Fachmann is more Whimetcal; 
rubato reaches its apotheosis—with- 
out. being overdone; his mood changes 
with the passing of every motive; some 
ef his phrases are startlingly power- 
ful, to be succeeded by soothing ca- 
dences of low, tender notes of infinite 
suggestion. The whole ts a thing rich 
in fancy, done not with the air of eru- 
dition and jong study, but with appar- 
ently true impromptu inspiration. Of 
course the last suggestion is impossi- 
ble, considering the perfection of these 
tonal translations, but it is the art that 
fairly ¢onceals art, and makes you 
think it offhand in spite of yourself. 

The wonder is that De Pachmann 
manages to interpret as correctly as 
he does, At least a third of his play- 
ing is done with his face toward the 
audience, grimacing and self-rhapse- 
dizine in try tudicrous gravity over 
the witehing perfection of some theme 
just passed. With a man of less ge- 
nius, the mannerisms would be an un- 
bearable absurdity. With De Fachmann 
they wem to be an added factor in 
his charm. 

His personality ts comical, He is a 
shert, stocky little man, looking for all

Army, who is on a world tour, is at 
the Angelus with his wife. They have 
visited Ceylon, India, China- and Ja- 
pan, and from here will go to Mexicd, 
The officer is captain of the staff of 
the Third Artillery of the Guards, Ber- 
lin, and is on a six months’ leave of 
absence. His wife is the daughter of 
Baron Munchausen. 

‘The news of the fall of Port Ars 
thur was received in Tokio while wé 
were there, said Capt. Von Roeder, 
“and the natives made a great demon- 
stration. They seemed to think the 
event marked the end of the war, but 
we know, of course, that this is not 
the case. 

“If n were not for the internal tron- 
blies Russia is having, there would be 
no question in my mind as to the out 
come of the conflict. That —1 
has the men and other resources that 
should make it invincible in a test ot 
strength with Japan. What effect the 
disturbances within Russia will have 
upon the war is @ifficult to predict, al- 
though I look for her to win the strug- 
gle with Japan. 

“People ask me why Germany's sym- 
pathies are with Russia. Tradition 
has much to do with this friendly 
feeling. Peace between the two coun- 
tries has been handed down as a her- 
tage, and there is none in either gov- 
ernment who would break it. Another 
reagon is that Russia is our principal 
frontier, and it follows quite naturally 
thag we should de friendly.”

Mrs. E. A. Summers the Los Ange- 
les “Ol Queen,” was aA queen indeed 
yesterday. 

At a wave of her wand her compet- 
iters bowed at her feet as she deftly 
snatched from their grasp two large 
centracts. 

Even the Standard ol Company did 
her homage, for she underbid them on 
a big order. 

No royal personage of olden times 
ever ruled subjects as the clever 
woman who reigns in the local ofj-job- 
bing industry ruled the situation when 
the bids were opened for supplying the 
county and city with the product of the 
wells. 

Not only did Mrs. Summers get these 
large contractse—she probably was the 
one most instrumental in holding, to 
the local fields a large contract for 
county oll that other jobbers feared 
Was to be lost to another section. 

As a result of her days work, Mrs. 
Summers will. supply Les Angeles 
county with 90,000 barrels of olf at 43 
cents, all of which will come from the 
lkécal fields. Nothing was said about 
rtion of asphalt in this con-

To her alee will go the contract 
for supplying the Los Angeles city

A large delegation of local oll men 
gathered at the Courthouse to witness 
the awarding.of one contract for oll 
for the county and the opening of bids 
on a second call. The operators were 
there chiefly to plead for the interests 
of the local field, which practically was 
shut out by the requirements of 80 per 
cent. of asphalt in the last call for 
bids. 

Mrs. Summers's Lid was lowest on 
the iret, since A. Clements forfeited 
his check and withdrew. She was pres- 
ent and announced herself ready to 
sign up. The outcome was the award- 
ing of this contract to her and the 
taking under advisement of the bids 
under the other advertisement. 


The followt bids for 14,000 barrels 
under the last advertisement. were 
submitted: 


80 per cent. asphalt, Union On Com- 
pany, 69 cents per barrel. 

65° per cent. asphalt, Union Com- 
pany, 74 cents per barrel.

From these bids it. appeared that 
there was plenty of olf of the required 
percentage of asphalt, and samples 
were on hand to show what kind ot 
material it is. The 65-per-cent. off was 
quite fluid and that containing 8 per 
cent. of asphalt, while very heavy, 
flowed freely, and in the warm weather 
when road making is in progress would 
naturally be in more of a liquified con- 
dition than at present. 

All these heavy ois are products 
from north of the Tehachepi, with the 
exception of that offered by E. Stras- 
burg. He guarantees his off up to 6 
per cent., although much of it ranges 
above that and to the figure appear- 
ing in his bid. That particular oli 
cemes from the Westlake wens. 


NORTHERNERS PRESENT. 


Besides the local operators, several 
bidders from the north were present, 
including C. A. Baldwin and H. A. 
Blodget of Sunset. Vigorous speeches 
were made before the board, local men 
maintaining that just good ronds us 
any could be made with the local prou- 
uct. Supervisor Longden in the dis- 
cussion admitted he had used local oll 
and produced an excellent road. 

The Sunset representatives acknow!- 
edged that fine roads were made with

Besides the bids that filled all the re- 
quirements, one of 40 cents for oi] con- 
taining 52 per cent. of asphalt was sub- 
mitted by the College On Company, a 
local concern, it was argued that two 
barrels of this oll] would come to no 
more in cost than one of the northern 
oll, and would contaim a larger amount 
of asphalt. Some also have suggested 
that, if necessary, they can produce 
an olf with & per cent. of asphalt from 
the local product by submitting it to a 
process of refining.
